THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of New Durham, in the 
County of Strafford, in said state, qualified to vote 
in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at town hall in 
said New Durham on Tuesday, the 12th day of March, 
next, at 10 of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 

Article 1. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen to hire money on the credit of the town 
to pay its just debts. 

Article 2. To see if the town will vote to author- 
ize the selectmen to administer or dispose of any real 
estate acquired by the town through tax collector’s 
deed. 

Article 3. To see what per cent discount the town 
will vote to allow on property taxes and on what dates 
such discount shall be allowed. 

Article 4. To see if the town will vote to accept 
the budget estimates as recommended by the budget 
committee. 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to accept 
State Aid for construction of Class II roads (Merry- 
meeting Lake Road) and raise and appropriate for 
said purpose the sum of $577.50, the state to give 
$1,154.00 or will vote to accept State Aid for construc- 
tion of Class V roads and raise and appropriate for 
said purpose the sum of $572.51, the state to give 
$2,290.05. 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to have all 
municipal jobs (other than those required by law to be 
elected) to be put up for bid and given to the lowest 
competent bidder. 

Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $40.00 to the Lakes Region 
Association of New Hampshire for the issuance and 
distribution of Printed Matter, Newspaper and Maga- 
zine Advertising, calling attention to the resources 
and natural advantages of the town, in cooperation 
with other towns in the Lakes Region. 
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Article 8. To see if the town will vote to petition 
the State Tax Commission to have an audit made by 
the municipal accounting division and to make an ap- 
propriation to cover the expense of such audit. 

Article 9. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $200.00 for Blister Rust 
Control. 

Article 10. To see if the town will vote to au- 
thorize the Parent-Teachers Association to use the 
town hall free as long as they do not operate for per- 
sonal gain and as long as they distribute the proceeds 
impartially among schools. If this is adopted it shall 
make the rule now applied void. 

Article 11. To see if the town will vote to re- 
peal the provisions of the municipal budget act as en- 
acted at town meeting March 10th, 1936. 

Article 12. To see what action the town will take 
regarding the letting of the town hall for dances. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to rescind 
its action of having road Surveyors appointed for each 
district. 

Article 14. To see if the town will vote to elect 
a road agent. 

Article 15. To raise such sums of money as may 
be necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year and make appropriation of the same. 

Article 16. To choose all necessary town officers 
for the year ensuing, one selectman for three years; 
one trustee of the trust funds for three years, and one 
library trustee for three years.

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Report of School Health Work 


To the Townspeople, School Board and Superintendent 
of Schools: 


There has been very little sickness among New 
Durham pupils since the chicken-pox epidemic of last 
Fall. A few skin and scalp infections were found but 
were cleared up without any delay. 


One boy out of school for lack of proper clothing 
was outfitted and gotten back in school promptly, 
thanks to the willingness of officials to cooperate with 
the school authorities. 


A deaf mute boy was gotten at last into the school 
for the deaf at Portland, where he did very satisfactory 
work. It was to be regretted that a two-year lapse 
in his education made it more difficult for him to pick 
up the threads of lost work. 


The largest project undertaken in New Durham 
last year was the fitting to glasses of all children who 
needed and wished this service. Twenty-one children 
were fitted. This work was sponsored by the New 
Durham Parent-Teacher’s Association. It is hoped 
that the few who need a change of lenses this year 
may have it done so that the benefit of this work with 
its vision building necessity may not be lost. Most of 
the children who were fitted have shown their ap- 
preciation by good care and faithful wearing of their 
glasses and the improvement of their vision shows the 
results of this faithfulness. 


A tonsil and adenoid clinic in the Wolfeboro Hospi- 
tal enabled four children to be operated at the special 
rates. There are still eighteen more who should have 
this work done. 


The New Durham schools enjoy the privilege of 
a good hot lunch during the winter months provided 
by the tax payers of the town through a special article 
in the warrant. 


52 ANNUAL REPORT 


Assistance was given as usual with the annual 
pre-school and toxoid clinic conducted by the State 
Board of Health. The response to this clinic in New 
Durham is always very good. Many children enter 
school in better condition because parents are coopera- 
tive in having defects found by the clinic doctors cor- 
rected before they enter school. 


The greatest need in the New Durham schools, 
aside from the follow up of the glasses check-up, is 
for a school] dental clinic. This could be easily estab- 
lished if all who were able would pay for the dental 
work at clinic rates and a sponsor could be found who 
would be willing to back the work for those who would 
be unable to pay.
